Phillips Retires From Teaching Staff 


Terminates Long and Devoted Career 
By HAL CALDWELL 


The resignation of Ernest Crozier Phillips was accept- 
ed by the Board of Education at their last regular business 
meeting, terminating the career of one of the finest in- 


structors on the SAC campus. 


Except for one year’s leave of 
absence, Phillips has devoted all of 
his career teaching in the Santa 
Ana school system. He became a 
teacher in 1911 at the old Santa 
Ana high school, whose location 
was at 10th and Main Streets. In 
1915 he left the high school to 
take a position offered him by 
the director of the college. Mr. 
Phillips has been teaching faith- 
fully at the college ever since. 
During the war years, Phillips was 
appointed Dean of Men. 

Phillips also found time to par- 
ticipate in non-school activities. 
He took part in organizing the first 
Santa Ana community players. He 
met with the group in the base- 
ment of the Episcopal church and 
in 1921 directed the first full 
length production of the ‘Fortune 
Hunter.” 

In 1926 Phillips retired from the 
active direction of the community 
player’s productions. Last year the 
group inaugurated the custom of 
giving ‘‘Mojeska’s” for outstand- 
ing actresses and actors in the 
yearly tournament of one-act 
plays. : 

Mr. Phillips suffered another 
severe heart attack while accom-

Offers Varied, Practical Courses

of the college.) 

Sitting in his office pulling the 
strings by which he controls the 
vast organization of SAC business 
offices and the varied classes in 
business adminitration is Neevil 
Helm, head of the department. 
Helm came to SAC in the year ’39- 
°40 after winning his undergrad- 
uate degree at UCLA and his Mas- 
ters at USC. 

Helm has also gained experi- 
ence in the business field outside 
of teaching. Whenever he finds it 
possible to disentangle himself 
from the clack of typewriters and 
adding machines, and his course in 
busines® law Helm is enthusiastic 
in his intrduction of plans, courses 
and intructors to anyone interest- 
ed. 

Members of the faculty in the 
department include Miss Dorothy 
Decker, merchandising, typing, 
and business mathematics; Miss 
Genevieve Humiston, registrar, 
teaches shorthand; Harry Jackson, 
typing,~ bookkeeping, accounting, 
and business organization; and two 
new instructors, Miss Aileen Ste- 
gall, shorthand, transcription, and 
business English; and Dr. Clark 
Loomis, insurance, investments, 
accounting, and business math. 

Miss Aileen Stegall is replacing 
Miss Alice Smith, who is teaching 
commercial subjects to G. I.’s in 
Japan during her leave from the 
college. Miss Stegall received her 
B. A. and M. A. degrees from 
Oklahoma A. and M. and taught 
‘for a time in Oklahoma. 

. During the war Miss Stegall en- 
tered the WAC as a private, spend- 
ing two-and-a-half years in the 
‘service, twenty-two months over- 
seas, and came out of the service 
as WOGL Stegall. While stationed 
at Naples and Caeserta, Italy, Miss 
Stegall was secretary to the Chief 
of Staff in the European Theater. 

Dr. Clark Loomis was awarded 
his B.A. from the University of 
’ New Mexico and his M.A. was re- 
ceived from Louisiana State. His 
Ph.D. in Economics was awarded 
him by the Vienna Commercial 
College in Austria in May of this 
year| Dr. Loomis also attended the 
Universities of [llinois, North 
Carolina, and Wisconsin for grad- 
uate work. 

At the end of World War II, 


Dr. Loomis transferred from the 
5th Army in Italy to the U. S. Al- 
lied Commission of Austria, com- 
manded by General Mark W. 
Clark. From June, 1945 to June, 
1949 he was in charge of the For- 
eign Trade Branch of the Eco- 
nomics Division.
